You  should  have  a row  of  Rhubarb  or  Pie  Plant  in  your  garden.  Ten 
or  20  plants  are  enough  for  any  family,  and  if  the  roots  are  well  fed  and 
continuously  pruned  or  reset,  they  will  yield  for  20  years.
